movement the 
farmers were

a—i-ted to get the highest

tio n from their investment. 
Following Mr. Cobb, Dr. 
A. W. 
Milli-, president of Hanover College, 
was introduced. 
Dr. Milli- spoke in very compli­ 
mentary terms of the Farmers’ Club 
and congratulated the farmer- of this 
vicinity in having such a home in the 
city. 
He empha-ized the unusual ad­ 
vantage- which had been provided 
for them and urged all person- who 
are eligible to member-hip to avail 
themselves of the conveniences. 
He 
said that in his opinion the Fanners’ 
Flub marked a new advancement in 
rural life conditions and attached 
great importance to the movement. 
The farmers will be able through 
this club to co-operate more effec­ 
tively, the speaker said. 
He remark­
